the front is a French military ceme- 
tery. 

There are buried hundreds of men 
who have died’in this war.

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EQUAL SUFFRAGE’S VICTORY. 

Any setback which the cause may have en- 
countered in Ohio, where women now have such 
suffrage privileges as the Legislature was com- 
petent to grant, is more than compensated for, 
is, in fact, overshadowed, by the tremendous vic- 
tory in New York. 

A sufficient explanation of the Ohio amend- 
ment’s defeat is that it was submitted at the 
same time with the prohibition issue, which com- 
monly is fatal to other constitutional change. The 
New York referendum approving suffrage by a 
great majority enfranchises more than 2,000,000 
women in the most populous State of the Union, 
one located in the heart of the hostile suffrage 
territory and accustomed up to 1916 to dictate the 
political decisions of the entire country. 

Since the innovation started by Wyoming's few 
thousand people in 1869 the reform has had no 
triumph of such magnitude and importance. It 
marks the high tide in the movement to accord 
political rights to women on terms of exact equal- 
ty with men, the beginning of the end of civic 
discriminations based on recognition of gender 


in constitutions and statutes. 

| That New York’s verdict will necessarily add 
irresistible force to the effort for country-wide 
enfranchisement by Federal amendment is af- 
firmed. This may be true, as a matter of ex- 
pediency and practical politics. With their own 
election dependent in no small degree on women’s 
votes, how shall New York's powerful delegation 
in Congress offer further resistance to Federal 
action? But from the standpoint of consistent, 
logical effort, it is a most forcible argument for 
a continuance of the movement along the lines 
of the past. For if New York recognizes thus 
whole-heartedly the justice of the demand, what 
other state can be said to be hopeless? 

The White House pickets are engaged in a use- 
less labor. By the date of the next presidential 
election many other states will have followed New 
York’s. example in adding women to their total! 
voting population. Prior to any probable date 
on which a Federal amendment could be ratified, 
the speedier course of state action may have 
added so many suffrage states as to make ratifi- 
cation virtually needless.

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GERMAN DEMOCRATIC CAMOUFLAGE. 

If the statements of Erzberger and Shiedemann 
that Germany has taken an epochal step towards 
parliamentary government were true, Americans 
as well as Germans would have cause for re- 
joicing. We welcome every sign of advance in 
Germany towards democracy with unqualified de- 
light, because it means the nearer.approach of 
enduring peace. 

To Americans, however, who. know what con- 
stitutional representative government, responsi- 
ble t@ the people, means the basis of the so-called 
advance will not bear analysis. We are asked to 
believe that Germany has taken a great step to- 
ward Democratic government. because the Em- 
peror has required of Count Hertling, the new 
Chancellor, the support of the Reichstag and has 
approved the selection of ministers from the 
Reichstag parties. 7 

This voluntary concession to popular partici- 
pation in government may be significant of con- 
ditions in Germany and may indicate the Em- 
peror’s recognition of the necessity of concession 
to hold the German people in line for his war 
and peace plans, but it has no bearing on the 
constitutional right of the German people to hold 
their Government responsible and to control 
policies and acts. 

Germany has a written Constitution under 
which the Imperial Government, headed by the 
Emperor, is all powerful. He appoints his ges 
isters without reference to the Reichstag or the 
popular will. He declares war, makes peace and 
determines governmental policies. He sombre 
controls the army and navy and in war can place 
Germany under military reg ulation. | 

Until the Constitution is changed and the 
governmental power is shifted from the Emperor 
and the princely heads of German states tothe 
people's representatives, concessions by the Em- 
peror are mere voluntary courtesies. They are 
shams—-mockeries of free government designed to 
deceive for special purposes. They may vanish 
when political necessity requires despotic instead 
of conciliatory action. — 

Until the German people wrest from the Em- 
peror and his imperial associates the right to 
control their Government, concessions by the 
Emperor's Ministers and announcements of dem- 
ocratic victory by their legislative allies are mere 
camouflage. 
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A German Reichstag leader says that the Unit- 
ed States is the only belligerent able to pay an 
indemnity and he defies anyone to show him how 
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America could be compelled to pay one. Every 
once in a while a German statesman gets a sound 
idea, but it soon dies of lonesomeness.

_ The part in the result of the congressional com- 
mittee, which sat during the entire period of the 
campaign, giving publicity to distasteful truths 
and indicating remedies for repulsive conditions, 
Was an important one. Its fearless pursuit of facts 
has sustained the best traditions of congressional 
inquiries. But the most potent factor at the polls 
was the. votes of the loyal, courageous women of 
East St. Louis. 

This one election alone more than justifies the 
concession of statutory suffrage in Illinois. It 
may be pointed to in all discussions of the ques- 
tion as one of the most admirable illustrations 
of substantial civic benefits from conferring bal- 
lot rights on women, Organization for the choice 
of worthy officials to institute the commission 
plan acminwireron cannot be begun too soon.

A SOUTH GERMAN CHANCELLOR. 

The appointment of Count von Hertling to the 
chancellorship of the German empire, as suc- 
cessor to Michaelis, is made much of in some 
of the European press, as a concession to the 
German people as distinguished from their milf- 
tary rules. 

Particular emphasis is laid upon the fact that 
the new Chancellor is a Bavarian, where hereto- 
fore only a Prussian Junker was considered eli- 
gible to, fill the post of protector of the Emperor’s 
divine prerogatives. It is further reported that 
the Emperor made Von Hertling’s appointment 
contingent upon his acceptability to the Reichs- 
tag. 

Dismissing the reported solicitude of the Kaiser 
for ministerial responsibility to the Reichstag as 
unworthy of serious comment, there may yet be 
a very large significance in the elevation of a 
South German to the headship of the Govern- 
ment. The fact must not be lost sight of that an 
undoubted cultural rift exists in the German em- 
pire, founded in the temperamental differences of 
its units. No less a personage than Prince von 
Buelow, former Imperial Chancellor, confirms this 
in his book, “Imperial Germany,” published just 
before the war. ; 

“As the old empire,” says Von Buelow, ‘was 
founded by a superior tribe, so the new was 
founded by the strongest of the individual states.” 

Von Buelow does not conceal the presence of 
distrust of Prussia on the part of the rest of 
Germany. 

“German intellect had already reached its 
zenith,” he explains, “without the help of Prus- 
sia. The Princes of the West were the patrons 
of German culture; the Hohenzollerns were the 
political teachers and taskmasters.”’ 

There had been a geographical unification of 
Germany, he asserts, but no temperamental sol- 
idarity had resulted. 

“Again and again,” he says, “in Parliament and 
in the press, accusations are leveled against 
Prussia in the name of freedom and against the 
undaunted German intellect in the name of order.”

Many unidentified outbreaks of poi- 
soning may probably be traced, the 
investigators think, to this source, 
and home-canned producté have oft- 
en been responsible. Heat kills this 
bacillus, so sterilization is easy. Says 
an editorial writer in a leading arti- 
cle on “Home-Canned Foods and 
Botulism,” in the Journal of the 
Americah Medical Association:

“Home-canned vegetables and 
fruits have often been the carriers 
of the danger. Dr. Dickson's work 
emphasizes what has been demon- 
strated before, namely, that not only 
can the micro-organism be grown 
readily in mediums containing vege- 
tablé foods, but also that it is a 
spore-bearing form which is quite re- 
sistant to heat. Taken in connection 
with the fact that bacillus botulinus 
is an obligative anaerobe, so that the 
conditions which exist in a sealed 
jar are suited for its growth along 
with production of the toxin, this 
explains why improperly sterilized 
canned preducts may develop food- 
poisoning. It !s unfortunate that the 
widely distributed directions for the 
so-called ‘cold-pack’ process of can- 
ning and preserving have not gtven 
more emphasis to the need of very 
efficient sterilization in the process.
